And they are 


he younsc and middle-aged men. the 
nen of the future, those who will come 
iack into our civil life and be the eon- 
rolling iniluencc 
of public opinion. 


Those will be thc men who shape our 
lolicies for us for the future and will 
nakc and unmake our ministries and 
governments, just as they (lid in Ainer- 
ca after the Civil war. 


"You remember what Oliver Wendell 
lolmes said about 
the slacker, the 


nan who failed to respond to his coun- 
try's need for military service, in his 
poem on the 'Sweet Little Man:' 


'Now. then, three 
cheers 
for

Stay-at-Home Ranccr: 
Blow the great fish-horn 
and beat 


thc big pan! 
First in the field that is furthest from 


danger. 
Take 
your 
white-feather 
plume, 


sv.-cet little man!' " 


Here was an Englishman drawing 


analogies from American history, and 
familiar enough with an American poet 
to quote verses which would not be fa- 
miliar to a good many Americans.

It is one 
of those vast upheavals of the human 
race, like Hie great racial migrations,

England is performing a useful service, 
just as it is in America.

So thai it has come to bo 
accepted ot late that if there- is a cabi- 
net crisis, or a parliamentary division, 
or the prospect of a general election,

there were drafts and riots, as there 
always are when slackers are made to 
do their duty to their country. And 
you got your army; 
not a volunteer 


army except in nominal sense, but an 
army calculated in numbers 
in 
ad- 


vance, adequate to tho country's need. 
And we. will be doing just what Grant 
did—fighting it out on that line if It 
takes all summer—piling" on more men, 
hammering at a given objective, and 
massing overwhelming 
numbers until 


they yield by the sheer weight of num- 
bers. That was Grant's tactics, and it 
will be ours now that we have an army 
and are ready to begin." 


"We will have another experience 


much like that In America," continued 
Lord Northcliffe, "and It will be 
the 


same here and in France and Germany, 
all through Europe whefe great armies 
are being organized. 
You remember 


after the American Civil war that the 
soldiers came back to civil life proud 
of their service for the country In the 
field. 
These returned 
soldiers 
were 


scattered all over the country, in every 
city and town, forming a vast aggre- 
gate of sentiment and influence, with 
just pride In the achievement of hav- 
ing shared imservlng the country In its 
need. 
Out of this sentiment came1 the 


Grand Army of 
the 
Republic, which 


took a hand in civil and political af- 
fairs, all bound together in.a common 
impulse ramifying all over the country. 
And as a result you had soldier presi- 
dents for 
25 years—General 
Grant, 


General Garfleld, General Hayes, Gen- 
eral Harrison, and soldier candidates 
for president, Hancock, McClellan and 
the rest, 


"And that will be our 
experience, 


here and in France, when this vast 
body of soldiers come back to civil life. 
They will be the great controlling fac- 
tor ol our civil and public life, all of 
them proud of their service and in- 
spired with, a common 
sentiment. It 


will be even a greater Influence than 
that of the returned soldiers in civil 
life in the United States, for we are 
sending six men to the front for every- 
one man you cent, yes six. 
Already 


there have been three million men sent 
forward, and with those in process of 
enlistment and to be brought forward 
it will be six millions- 
And they are 


the young and middle-aged men, the 
men of the future, those who will come 
back into our civil life and be the con- 
trolling influence 
of public 
opinion. 


Those will be the Ynen who shape our 
policies for us for the future and will 
make and unmake our ministries and 
governments, just as they did In Amer- 
ica after the Civil war. 


"You remember what Oliver "Wendell 


Holmes sairl about 
the slacker, tho 


man who failed to respond to his coun- 
try's need for military service, in his 
poem on the 'Sweet Little Man:' 
" 'Now, then, three cheers 
for the 
Stay-at-Home Ranger: 
Blow the preat fish-horn and beat 


the big pan! 
First In the field that is furthest from 
danger, 
Take 
your white-feather 
plume, 


s-weet little man!' " 


Here was an Englishman . drawing 


analogies from American 
history, and 


familiar enough with an American poet 
to quote versos which would not be fa- 
miliar to a good many Americans.
